INTRODUCTION ARP SCOPE OF THE PROBLEM, 

I The main aim of this thesis is to help the basic 
teachers in the evaluation of the practical activities of the inter¬ 
nal examination of the pupil-teachers under bhsie training, in various 
basic training schools in Madras State.) The principal resource at the 
disposal of every good teacher still remains sound judgement. How¬ 
ever, for the most part, these judgements are both haphazard and often 
influenced by unconscious bias or prejudice. In order to increase the 
reliability^ of .these judgements and. to make them more systematic and 
objective, certain techniques' and observational devices have to be 
suggested So that judgements mig£t be more objective in evaluating 
the activities of pupil-teachers. 

The scope of this thesis is limited to the study 
of the internal examination of the senior grade of basic training. 

In the internal examination five practical activities are prescribed 
by the Madras Government for the training of teachers under the basic 
training scheme* The external examination of the theoretical subjects 
is conducted by the Commissioner for Government Examinations, Madras. 
The staff council of every training school is responsible for the 
evaluation of the following five practical activities, each having a 
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maximum of 100 marks, 

1) Community training and cultural activities. 

2) Hygiene and health including physical educa¬ 
tion. 

3) Gardening and agriculture and kitchen work, 

4) Spinning, weaving and other crafts. 

5) fork in the practising schools* 

TEACHER-TRAINING. 


The old idea that anyone can he a teacher is 

fast disappearing now. With increasing complexity and variety of 

• % 

life - patterns and with' the inadequacy of the home alone to help 
children to fit into these patterns, the teachers Job has become a 

i 

more specialised one . The whole complex process of education is- a 
process of nurture and gpowth requiring the most skillful, patient 
and understanding quality on the part of that observer and guide of 
growth - that * master gardener ' - who is a good teacher In a school. 
To teach facts in relation to their values, to develop the process of 
intelligent human action, to secure sound character growth to enlist 

* j 

pupils' basic drives and interests in exploring the world of know¬ 
ledge, to develop competent citizenship require a teacher who is above 
all an observer and teacher of individuals. 




So we require teachers not only in large num¬ 
bers but teachers of th<e right quality. Rightly it has been recognised 
that the quality of a nation depends upon the quality of its citi¬ 
zens. The quality of its citizens depends not exclusively but in 
a critical measure - upon the quality of their education. The quali¬ 
ty of education depends more than upon any single factor, upon the 
quality of the teachers. There are certain physical, intellectual, 
social and emotional qualities whieh are prerequisite for success in 
teaching. It follows then, that if anybody and everybody, is shoved 
into the profession or turns to teaching, his taBk and that of those 
who guide him would be difficult. So it is clear that men and women 
who have natural abilities for teaching should alone be entertained 
in the teaching profession.

TRhlHlHG OF TEACHERS FDR BASIC EDUGA.TIOH . 


Besides all the qualities and professional train¬ 
ing of a non-basie teacher a basic teacher has to enter into the 
spirit of basic education and master the technique of craft work. 

He cannot get his knowledge through musty volumes. 
He has to use his own faculties of observation and thinking and im¬ 
part his knowledge to the children through his lips with the help of 
activities, Hot Only he has to learn the various crafts but he has 




also to correlate his teaching with various activities* He has to be 
a suitable teacher-craftsmen. 

Since Basic Education aims at a balanced and 
harmonious development of all the faculties - physical, intellectual 
and spiritual - of the individual and the evolution of a new social 
order based on co-operative work, the teachers of Basic Education 
must themselves be harmoniously developed individuals, must under¬ 
stand and accept the social objectives of Basic Education, must have 
a practical experience of the working of such a community before they 

n 

can assume responsibility for the education of children. 

It shall be the aim of the teacher to bring out 
the moral, mental and physical capacities of the child through the 
activity taught. Every handicraft has to be taught not merely mecha/- 
nically but scientifically, that is, the child should know the why 
and wherefore of every process. The handicrafts are to be taught, 
not merely for productive work, but for developing the intellect of 
the pupils. The brain must be educated through the hand. Not only the 
teachers have to draw out all that in a child through teaching all the 
processes of the handicraft, and all the lessons in social studies, 
arithmetic and so on have to be correlated to them. 


He should understand clearly that a handicraft is 
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schools. He has to learn a craft and correlate his knowledge to the 
craft, so that he will he able to impart the required knowledge to 
his pupils mainly through the medium of the craft that he chooses 
and also through other subsidiary activities whenever necessary. 

FACILITIES FOB BASIC IEACHEB-TRAINING IN MADRAS STATE . 


There are 56 training schools at present both 
junior and senior grade in the Madras State. The duration of the 
course is for two years. These training schools are organised mostly 
in rural areas on the Sev&gram model as educational and democratic 

communities based on co-operative work, working towards the ideal f 

i 

of self-sufficiency in food, clothing, health service and other phy4 
sical and social amenities. At least for half the day, opportunities 
are provided for doing socially useful and productive work like 
cleaning, cooking, spinning, gardening and so on. 

The school is also organised as a self govern¬ 
ing body to give practice in the principles of true democracy. The 
School Assembly meets once in a month and elects student - leaders. 
These leaders are responsible to the general body for conducting 
and regulating all the activities of the trainees* 

Facilities for the professional aspect of the 
training of teachers are provided in every training institution. 

Jl 
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Every trainee is given the opportunity to rork with and observe the 
life of children. He is gradually allowed to participate in orga¬ 
nisation and teaching work in the model school attached to the 
training school or other basic schools available in the neighbour¬ 
hood. 


Proper facilities for spinning, weaving and 
gardening and agriculture are lacking in some of the training 
schools. 


The staff of Basic Training Schools consist 
mainly of basic trained graduate teachers. Some of the non-graduates 
who are specialists in arts or crafts are also working in most of 
them. Inadequacy of teachers also is experienced in some of the w 
training schools. 

THE P BE SENT METHODS OF EVALUATION FOR TEACHER - IRAINIHG PI SCHOOLS, 

There are two important schemes issued by the 
Government for holding tests in practical activities. The first one 
is the proceedings of the Director of Public Instruction, Madras, 
R.O.C* Ho.336 M/48 dated 23rd May 1949 in which the staff council of 
eveiy school is asked to conduct practical tests three times a year, 
preferably in September, December and. April on the following 8 items.

The examination in items 7 and 8, at the end of 
the training course will however, be conducted by the Commissioner 
for Government Examinations, Madras. 

In items 1 ‘to 6 ( with which we are concerned 
now ) a candidate should secure 75 % in each item for a pass. v 

Government has revised the meihod of testing 
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in G.O, No. MS 1160 Education dated 28th April 1951 and recommended 
the following five point scale for the evaluation of practical 
activities.

The syllabus for practical activities also has 
been revised and the following five practical activities have been 
recommended for the senior grade of basic training, each activity 
with a maximum of 100. 


1) Community training and cultural activities.

DIFFICULTIES IN THE PRESENT METHOD OF EVALUATION. 


The evaluation of the practical activities ts 
left to the Staff Council of every training school. The staff mem- 
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bers in the staff council evaluate the achievement of every stu¬ 
dent according to their judgements* For the most part these judge¬ 
ments are both haphazard and often influenced by unconscious bias 
or prejudice. Neither the proper techniques nor the observational 
methods have been suggested to the teachers to increase the relia¬ 
bility of their judgements and to make them more systematic and 
objective. The general impression of teachers about the students 
plays an important role in evaluation rather than following a scien 
-tifie method. Eaters also are likely to commit the 1 generosity 
error 1 by placing their acquaintances on what seems to be the 
more desirable side of the average. Some raters are more generous 
than others. 


There is a possibility of another error known as 
' halo effect '. If an individual creates a favourable impression 
by his excellence in one trait, the Ifater is apt to rate him near 
the top in every trait without discrimination. If he has created 
a bad impression at one time, it is difficult to shake off that im¬ 
pression when he is rating other traits* 


There is no similarity between any two training \/ 

schools in the marks allotted to the sub-sections of any one of the 
five practical activities.For example, for the first activity"community 
training and cultural activities", some schools have allotted S©$ ■ .V 
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to community training ana 50% to cultural activities where as in 
some other schools the allotment is 60% to community training and 
40% to cultural activities and so on. Then the allotment of marks 
varies from school to school. This lack of uniformity causes in¬ 
equality of opportunity to students and the evaluation becomes very 
unreliable. 


Regarding the items under each sub-section 

also there is considerable difference between one school and the 

other. Some of the items for which evaluation was made in some 

schools have been completely omitted in some other schools in eva- 

» 

luation. So the chance element plays a vital role. There is no uni¬ 
form and no standardised method of evaluatidn. This type of 
improper evaluation causes uncertainity and unnecessary worries in 
the minds of the many pupil-teachers. 

So a method based on scientific lines is ne¬ 
cessary to make the internal examination more objective, valid 
and reliable to do justice to all examinees cutting away all the 
personal elements such as bias, prejudice and so,on. In short, the 
method of evaluation must be scientifically reliable which would 
eliminate subjectivity. 
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SUGGESTIONS LEADING TO THIS STUDY» 


It is a live problem among the basic teachers 
who evaluate the practical activities, in the allotment of marks 
for various sub-sections of all the five practical activities and 
to the importance to be given to various items included in each 
sub-section. So this study is an attempt to help the basic teachers 
in evaluation of the practical activities by finding out the follow 
-Ing:- 


1) The Judicious allotment of marks to various 
sub-sect ions under each activity having a 
total of 100 murks. 

Z) To determine the order of relative importance 
among the various items in each sub-section. 

3) To help to maintain a common standard in the 
internal examination and to make the methods 
of evaluation more reliable in all the basic 
training schools of Madras State.

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CHAPIEE II 


METHOD OF STUDY 

a) PRELIHIHABY WORK. The following preliminary 
work was undertaken "before each activity was divided into 3 or 3 sub¬ 
sections and each sub-section was divided into a number of items. 

1) The new syllabus that has recently been pres 
-cribed for the training of basic teachers of the senior and Junior 
grades was thoroughly studied, particularly the practical activities. 

2) The proceedings and instructions of the 
Director of Public Instruction, Madras, regarding the evaluation of 
practical activities of ttie trainees under basic training were care¬ 
fully studied. 


% Further details, explanations and clarifications 
of the instructions for the evaluation of trainees of the Basic train¬ 
ing were obtained from the Office of the Director of Public Instruc¬ 
tion, Madras. 


4) The actual methods of evaluating the work of 
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the pupil-teachers were discussed with some of the members of the 
staff of the Basic section of the Lady fellingdon Training College 
at Madras and of the Basic Training school at Gandhigram in Madurai 
District. 


The syllabus for practical activities was divi 
-ded into the following five divisions. 

1) Community training and cultural activities 

Z) Hygiene and health including physical 
education 

3) Gardening and agriculture and kitchen work 

4) Spinning and weaving and other crafts 

5) fork in the practising schools. 

The first four of the five activities were fur¬ 
ther divided, each into 2 or 3 sub-sections. For example, the first 
activity namely 1 Community training and cultural activities 1 was 
divided into the following two sub-sections. 
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1) Community training. 

2) Cultural activities. 

The sub-sections of other activities are given 
in the Appendix II (P 110-116J, The fifth activity " Work in the practi 
-sing schools " was not sub-divided. 

Then each sub-section was divided into relevant 
factors that go to compose each activity were then considered and 
each sub-section was sub-divided into a number of items. For example, 
the first sub-section namely • Community training 1 is composed of 
the following from the educational point of view . 

a) Interest in community training. 

b) Adoption and application of the principle of 
" caste-less and class-less society. 11 

c) Atsabha ( school parliament ) discussions, 

d) Work as minister or leader, 

e) Flag hoisting. 

f) Co-operation with others. 


g) Ability in adiilt education work., 
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h) Organisation of programmes of rural service. 

i) Ability to impart tie community training 
to pupils. 

j) Ability to make use of tie community resources 
( Making use of tie experiences and otier re¬ 
sources of villagers and others ). 

Tie component factors of tie otier sub-sections 
are given in tie Appendix TX (P-Uo-116 ) . 

THE QUESTIONNAIRE 


After due consideration of tie various possible 
methods of studying tils question tie questionnaire method was found 
to be tie best suited for this purpose. A suitable questionnaire was 
prepared to be answered by tie pupil-teachers actually undergoing 
training in basic senior grade in tie second year and by tie teachers 
( graduate teachers only ) isho are handling classes for tie trainees 
in various Basic training schools in tie Madras State. 


In tie questionnaire, sub-sections of each activity 
were given at tie top. Trainees and teachers were asked to allocate 
marks to each of tie sub-section under each activity taking 100 as 


the total for each activity. They were given freedom to leave any 
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sub-section without assigning marks if they think that a particular 
sub-section is not necessary. 

Further, the various items of each sub-section 
of each activity were drawirup one after the other and were given 
under each respective sub-section in the questionnaire. The trainees 
and teachers were asked to study these items carefully and were 
asked to show the relative importance of each item by ranking them 
as I, II, III, IV, and so on in the order of their relative import¬ 
ance. The ranking was asked to be shown in the space provided in the 
margin against each item. 

In ranking the Items, if 2 or 3 were of equal 
importance, they were asked to give the same rank. When 1 or 2 of the 
different items drawn up under each sulj-section were considered to 
be of no importance at all according to their estimation, they were 
asked to leave those items blank without assigning any rank to them. 

They were not required to give their names to 
reveal their identity. This was considered necessary in order to 
make them feel free and give frank responses. 
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ADMINISTRATION OF THE 3PBSTTDMMAIRES. 

The questionnaires were distributed to a wide¬ 
ly represented group of trainees who are actually under Basic train¬ 
ing of the senior grade in 1h e second year and to almost all the 
teachers ( graduate teachers only ) who handle classes for the 
trainees in different basic training schools of the Madras State . 
The list of schools is given in the Appendix X (104~i09)

The selection of more schools in Tamil area 
was necessary in order to get approximately equal number of pupil- 














teachers of both the sexes. 


Detailed instructions for administering this 
questionnaires were sent to all the Heads of institutions. They were 
requested to adhere strictly to the instructions given to them , The 
investigator also was present in two training schools when the 
questionnaires were administered and satisfied himself that the ins¬ 
tructions were adequate. 


COLLECTION OF DATS., 


A total of 301‘ answered questionnaires, 77 from 
teachers and 22% from the trainees were received. Out of 77 question 
naires answered by teachers, 57 were by men and 20 were by women. 

124 women students and 100 men students answered the questionnaires 
in the total of 22$. Four questionnaires answered by pupil-teachers 
and one questionnaire answered by a teacher were found to be inade¬ 
quately filled up and they were all rejected. So the remaining 296 
questionnaires, 220 by the trainees and 76 by the teachers were taken 
up for tabulation end further study. 
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CHAPTER III 


THE STUDY OF HARK - ALLOCATION FOR VARIOUS SUB¬ 


SECTIONS UNDER DIFFERENT ACTIVITIES. 


Marks have to be allotted first for the different 
sub-sections under each activity for a proper evaluation. For this 
allocation of marks the teachers and trainees were asked to study 
carefully the importance of the different sub-sections under each 
activity and to assign marks for each sub-section under each activity * 
taking a maximum of 100 for each. 

Then the marks allotted for each sub-section 
under each activity were tabulated and the average marks for each 
sub-section was found out- The frequency of scores and the average 
marks are given in Table A for each activity. The mark allocation 
for different sub-sections of each activity is given in Table B for 
comparison of the importance given to different sub-sectlone*

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RANGE OF THE SCORE. In community training, the 
range of the score for the whole group varies from 35 to T5. No one 
wants to give less than 35 and more than 75 to community training . 

In cultural activities, the range of the score 
for the whole group varies from 25 to 65. 

In both sub-sections, community training and 
cultural activities, men scatter more than women. There is a ten- , 

i j 

dency among women to tend to be within a shorter range. I 

MODE. The mode for community training and eultu' 
ral activities by the whole group are 60 and 40 respectively. Thus 
the maximum number of people seem to prefer to give 60 marks to 
community training and 40 marks to cultural activities. 

MEAN, in community training there is a strik¬ 
ing similarity in the scores given by men and women students, the 
mean being 57.55 aid 57.83 respectively. So men and women students 
give almost the egual emphasis to community training. 


There is a slight variation in the scores given 
by men and women teachers for the community training, the' mean being 
55.815 and 52.63 respectively. Men teachers give more emphasis to 
community training than women teachers. Vomen teachers have slighting 




underrated community training because they want to give more em¬ 
phasis to the cultural activities. 

Teachers an;d students do not give equal emphasis 
to community training, the mean being 54.25 and 57,69 respectively. 
Students have given more emphasis to community training than the 
teachers. 


The whole group ( teachers and students ) has 
given a mean score of 55.97. Ho group has given below 50. This 
clearly shows the whole group gives more importance to the communi¬ 
ty training than to the cultural activities. Hounding off to the 
nearest five the mean for the whole group becomes 55. For all practi¬ 
cal purposes of evaluation the mean score for community training can 
be taken as 55. 

In the cultural activities there is no difference 
in emphasis given by men and women students, the mean being 42.45 and 
42.17 respectively. Men and women students want to give almost equkl 
importance to cultural activities. 

But men and women teachers vary slightly, the 
mean being 44.12 and 47.37 respectively. Women teachers want to givre 
more emphasis to cultural activities than the men teachers. 
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Teachers and students also do not vary much, 
the mean being 45,75 and 42,31 respectively. Teachers want to give 
more emphasis to cultural activities than the students. 

The whole group ( teachers and students ) has 
given a mean score of 44.03. Hounding off to the nearest five, it 
becomes 45. For practical purposes the mean score of the whole group 
for the cultural activities can be taken as 45. > 

The mean score given by the whole group for 
community training and cultural activities are 55 and 45, The mean 
score clearly reveals that the whole group wants to give more em¬ 
phasis to community training which is very essential in the scheme 
of training of basic teachers.

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RANGE OF THE SCORE. In personal cleanliness 
and heal til habits the scores for the whole group vary from 20 to 75. 

No one has given less than 20 and more than 75. Men students and 
teachers scatter more than women students and teachers. 

In community cleanliness and health service the 
scores for the whole group vary from 20 to 60. No one has given less 
than 20 and more than 60. 

In physical education the scores for the whole 
grouT! vary from 0 to 50. Only one woman teacher has given 0 mark 
to physical education. No one has given more than 50. Men teachers 
and men students scattered over a longer range than women teachers 

and students. * 

MODE. The mode for personal cleanliness and 
health habits, community cleanliness and health service and physical 
education by the whole group are 40 , 30, and 30. The maximum num¬ 
ber of people seem to prefer to give 40 marks to personal cleanliness 
and health habits, 30 marks to community cleanliness and health 
service and 30 marks to physical education. 

ME&H, In personal cleanliness and health habits 
there is a slight variation in the scores given by men and women 
students, the mean being 40.10 and 38.42 


respectively*. Men students 
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have given more emphasis to the personal cleanliness and health 
habits than the women students. 

Men and women teachers do not give equal impor¬ 
tance to personal cleanliness and health habits, the mean being 38.77 
and 41.58 respectively. Women teachers slightly over-rate personal 
cleanliness and health habits than the men teachers. But there is 
not much variation between men and women teachers. 

There is almost uniformity in opinion of teachers 
and students, the mean being 39.26 and 40.18. Teachers and students 
give almost equal importance to personal cleanliness and health 
habits. 


The whole group ( teachers and students ) has 
given a mean score of 39,72, Hounding off to the nearest five it can 
be taken as 40. For all practical purposes of evaluation the mean 
score for personal cleanliness and health habits can be taken as 40. 

In community cleanliness there is a slight variar- 
tion in the scores given by men and TOmen students, the mean being 
33,15 and 35.78 respectively. Women students favour community cleanli¬ 
ness and health service more than the men students. 
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There is not much of difference in the emphasis 
given by men and woman teachers to community cleanliness and health 
service, the mean being 35.35 and 36. 58 respectively. Women teachers 
give slightly more importance to Community cleanliness and health 
service than the men teachers. 

Teachers and students do not give equal im¬ 
portance to community cleanliness and health service but they slight¬ 
ly vary, the mean being 35.97 and 34.47. Teachers tend to give more 
emphasis to community cleanliness and health - service than the stu¬ 
dents. Moreover it is interesting to note that women students as 
well as women teachers give more importance to community cleanliness 
and health service than the men students and men teachers. 

The whole group ( teachers and students ) has 
given a mean score of 35.22. Rounding off to the nearest five the 
mean score becomes 35* For all practical purposes the mean score for 
community cleanliness and health service can be taken as 35. 

In physical education, there is a slight differ¬ 
ence in the emphasis given by men and women .students, the mean being 
26.75 and 25.80. Men students have given more importance to physical 
education than women students. 
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There is a considerable difference in the em¬ 
phasis given by men and women teachers to physical education, the 
mean being 25.88 and 21.84. Women teachers have differed much from 
the opinion of men teachers. Women teachers tend to under-rate the 
value of physical education. 

Teachers and students vary to a considerable 
extent in this, the mean being 23.86 and 26.28 respectively. Stu¬ 
dents give more emphasis to physical education than the teachers. 

The whole group ( teachers and students ) has 
given a mean score of 25.07. Bounding off to the nearest five the 
mean score for the whole group becomes 25. For all practical pur¬ 
poses of evaluation the mean score for physical education can be 
taken as 25.

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RANGE OF THE BOORS, In gardening and agriculture, 
the range of the score for the whole group varies from 20 to 100. No 
one has given helow 20 marks to gardening and agriculture. Only one 
male student has given 100 marks to gardening and agriculture. Men 
students have scattered their scores over a very long range. 

In kitchen work, the range of the scores for the 
whole group varies from 0 to 80. The maximum score is 80. Only one 
male student has given zero to the kitchen work. Again the scores of 
men students scattered veiy much . 

MOPE, The mode for gardening and agriculture 
and kitchen work by the whole group are 50 and 50. Thus the maximum 
number of people seem to prefer to give 50 marks to gardening and 
agriculture and 50 marks to kitchen work. 

MEAN. In gardening and agriculture there is a 
vast difference in emphasis given by men and women students the mean, 
being 59.71 ana 48.67 respectively. There is a difference of 11.04 
marks. Men students have given more importance to gardening and agri¬ 
culture than the woman students. 

There is not much of difference in the scores 
given by men and women teachers, the mean being 55.70 and 53*42 res¬ 
pectively. Men and women teachers have given almost ©fual emphasis

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_BANGE OF TEE SCORE, In tto spinning, the range 
of the scores for the whole group varies from 5 to 85. No one has 
given less than 5 and more than 85. The range of the scores given 
by men and women studants stretches over a long range. 


In Veaving, the range of scores for the whole 
group varies from 0 to 75. It is peculiar that 13 women students 
have given zero marks, fill the students belong to only one train¬ 
ing school in which probably the weaving is not introduced or 
taught in a miserable way. 


In other crafts, the range of scores for the 
whole group varies from 0 to 60. Uo one has given more than 60. 

But two men and one woman teachers have given zero marks to other 
crafts. This is probably they lack interest in other crafts or they 
think it is an additional burden to teach other crafts also or other 
crafts are not necessary according to them.

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CH4PTEE IV 


THE STUDY OF RELATIVE IMPORTANCE OF VARI¬ 
OUS ITEMS UNDER DIFFERENT SUB-SECTIQH^. 

Having decided on the marks for each sub— section 
under each activity the weightage to he given to each item under each 
suh-section is to he determined. The trainees 3 n.d teachers were asked 
to study carefully the di fferent items under each sub— section and were 
asked to show the relative importance of each item under each suh- 
section. The ranking of different items under each suh-section is 
necessary to allocate the marks allotted for a particular suh—section,, 
among the different items included in that suh-section. 

For this, the different ranks given hy teachers 
and trainees were tabulated and the average ranking for each item is 
determined hy various rarks given hy the whole group. The ranks given 
by the group tor the different items in each suh-section is indicated 
in Appendix III(pO n the basis of average ranking the total marks 
allotted for each sub-section is proportionately ( inverse ) divided

among the different items. The fractions are rounded off and the 
marks also adjusted so as to make the total allotted for each sub-sec¬ 
tion, The calculated average ranking and scores are indicated in the 
table given in the following pages for each sub-section.

Sub-sect!on 1) Community training. There are 
ten items In this sub—section. The total marks allotted for this is 
55 which is divided among the ten items in the order of relative im¬ 
portance on the basis of average ranking. 

The range between the scores varies from 9 to 4 
The items roughly fall into three main groups, items 1 to 3 with 
scores of 9 and 8 items 4 and 5 with scores of 5 each, items 6 to 10 
with scores of 4 each. 


It is possible also to group these items in a 
different way. It will be noted that the first six items which are 
rated higher are items connected with self-development, while the 
remaining four are items dealing with community services. Thus the 
group seems to attach much more importance to self development items 
than to other items for evaluation. It is probably because this group 
is of opinion that before undertaking community services they want to 
have a proper development of the individual himself. 

RAMIHG BY THE WHOLE GROUP . 


There is very little difference in the ranks given 


by students end teachers for the first 
six itsEs there is greater difference. 


four items. In the remaining 
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The item " Interest in community training " gets 
the first rank by the whole group. Among all the items this is con¬ 
sidered as the most important for evaluation of community training. 

This group considers that interest is of vital importance to carry 
out this activity. When pupil-teachers show interest in an activity 
this fact demonstrates their readiness and willingness to undertake 
th at p arti cul ar act! vi ty. 

" Go-operation with others H comes next in rank. 
This group seems to consider that competitive desires should be 
submerged in a drive for the general good and close 4 active associa¬ 
tions with one's fellow human beings result in tolerant understanding/ 

The group has given third rank to " adoption and 
application of the principle of caste-less and class-less society." 
Though this item does not seem to be as important as the other two 
items mentioned above this also is considered as an important item by 
this group. The group seems to echo the same objective of Hal Talim 
( Hew Education ) which strives to create a caste-less and class - 
less society. " Work as,minister or leader ■ is considered as next in 
importance. Leadership is not considered as important as%o-operatlon 
with others « which is ranked second. The group seems to give more 
emphasise to followership than to leadership. 




Ability to impart the community training to 
pupils " is given the fifth rank. The group considers also the im¬ 
portance of ability to impart community training to pupils realising 
the fact that it i s not only enough to become efficient in community 
training but also a trainee must be proficient in giving training to 
others since he has to serve as a teacher. 

11 Amsabha ( School parliament ) discussions 11 
gets the sixth rank. Active participation of individuals is necessary 
to work democracy well. School parliamentary discussions not only 
give a real picture of the State Parliamentary proceedings but also 
encourage individuals to take part in them for the betterment of the 
community as a whole. 


11 Organisation of programmes of rural service " 
is considered to be of average importance for evaluation as indica¬ 
ted by the seventh rank given to this item. 

11 Ability to make use of the community resources B 
comes next. The community has resources of information'of two kinds 
- 1) the people of the community 2) the places in the community where 
life and work go on. No school has fully utilized the uncounted years 
of experience that exist in the better informed citizens of its com- 
munity. 
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11 Flag hoisting 11 gets the 9th ranlt. This is 
considered to he of minor importance for evaluation,

Sub-section 2) Cultural activities. There are 
eleven items in this sub-section. The total marks allotted for this 
is 45 which is divided among the eleven items in the order of rela¬ 
tive importance on the basis of average ranking. 

The range between the scores varies from 5 to 3 
The items fall into three main groups, items 1 to 4 with scores of 
5 each, items 5 to 8 with scores of 4 each, and items 9 to 11 with 
scores of 3 each. 


RANKING BY THE WHOLE GROUP. 


There is no difference in rank for the first item 
between teachers and students. There is considerable difference in 
rank for the other items. 

ii Knowledge of important literature in the re¬ 
gional language B gets the first rank. There is striking similarity 
of ppinion between teachers and students for this as indicated by fir^ 
rank given by both of them. The knowledge of important literature in , 
the regional language is valued most and considered the most essen¬ 
tial item for evaluation. 
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" Study of current events "is ranked second. 

The great hooks of the past should be read and understood, of course. 
But the challenging books of the present have an important place too. 
Current newspapers and magazines should be understood if a lounil - 
teacher is to be competent for to-day. 

11 Ability to mark the school as a community 
cultural centre " comes next in rank. This clearly shows interest the 
group has in the development of the community. The group seems to 
prefer more to do the community services by organising the school as 
a community cultural centre rather than getting into the community 
and doing the needed services tbo the community outside of the school. 
The school can be converted into a meeting house, a provider of adult 
education opportunities, its auditorium in use for concerts, forums 
and 1 ectures. 


" Ability to prepare the needed literature for 
the community "is given the next rank. There is more enthusiasm 
among the students to prepare literature for the community than among 
the teachers as indicated by second rank by students and 5th rank by 
teachers. The next in rank is " organisation of lectures, discussion 
groups, dramati cs and educational exhibitions." The educational 
activities such as lectures, discussion groups, dramatics, educational 
exhibitions and so on are powerful forces to disseminate knowledge \ 
to school community and to the community outside. 
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Th 0 item u Skill in making the pupils to take 
part in various cultural activities n comes next. The group con¬ 
siders that a trainee must be able to arrange all the educational 
activities and at the same time he should be able to Infuse the 
spirit in pupils also to take part in various activities. 

■ Knowledge about religions " gets the 7th rank. 
The knowledge about religions is essential for a basic teacher since 
basic education aims to have eclectic view of all important religions.

Religious instruction of denominational nature,,be deliberately 
omitted in all basL c schools according to the ideals of basic edu¬ 
cation. 


" Celebration of festivals n comes next. Festi¬ 
vals are important occasions where social relationship and cultural 
contact with different groups of people are possible. The teacher 
must be able to contribute his mite for the cultural advancement of 
the community through festivals. 

The items which are ranked last are 

1 ) Ability in art and aesthetic appreciation. 

g) Ability in the national language. 

3) Ability in music.

^Subsection 1) Personal cleanliness and health 
habits. The allotted marks of 40 for this sub-section is Si Tided 
among the different items in the order of relative importance on the 
basis of average ranking. 

The range between the scores varies from 9 to 3. 
The items fall into four main grains, item 1 with a score of 9, items 
2 to 5 with scores of 5 each, items 6 and 7 with scores of 4 each and 
the last item with a score of 3. 

RACKING BY THE WHOLE GROUP. 


There is perfect agreement in ranks between 
teachers and students for items 1, 6, 7 and 8. There is slight dif¬ 
ference in ranks for the other items.

The next in importance according to this group 
is 11 Ability to utilise the help of the Agricultural Department and 
other non-official bodies interested in the improvement of farming.” 

To improve the farming of aur country all the available sources of 
help must be utilised. There must be co-ordination and co-operation 
of all the social forces to improve far neglected farming of our 
country. At present there is not much of co-ordination. 

The last item is * Ability in the repair of agri¬ 
cultural implements." At least, one must be able to attend to minor 
repairs which will be of great value when expert help is not immediate 
-ly available.

In the course of the study certain Interesting out¬ 
comes have also been arrived at* Some people who are not well aware 
of the fundamental principles of Basic Training have false notion that 
Basic Training overemphasizes certain minor aspects to the exclusion 
of some of the more important activities. This investigation has pro¬ 
duced evidence to 1he effect that the charge is Completely baseless. 

For example, Flag hoisting which plays a vital routine in B n sic Train¬ 
ing is given almost the last rank in the evaluation of praotical acti¬ 
vities, Self-sufficiency aspect of various activities also gets only 
average importance. Ability in the national language is given last but ■' 
one rank while the ability in the regional language tops the list. 

With reference to the relative importance given to 
different items ih each sub-section of every activity the following 
important conclusions are noted., 

1) Interest in activities is given the first rank 

in a n um ber of sub—sections. The group considers that it is not enough 
to carry out an activity but it must be done with interest. This is 
in accordance with sound psychologi cal findings according to which 
without interest no activity could be successfully carried out, 

2) The processes bf various activities are considered' 
as important as the proanetirity ol afferent aotiTitles, the ease.- 

A 
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tional aspects of different activities are given more importance than 
the mere productive value of the activities. This is of vital im¬ 
portance, 

3) For evaluation of practical activities self- 
sufficiency aspect does not get the first rank in any one of the 
sub-sections. It gets only an average importance. 

4) This investigation shows clearly that the abi¬ 
lity to impart skills and knowledge of various activities should also 
be taken into account along with the ability, in those activities. This 
is of fundamental value in training teachers. 

5) On the whole the items connected with self¬ 
development are rated higher than the items connected with community 
services. This is probably because the group wants to have a fuller 
and proper development of individuals first before taking up community 
services. 


6) All the items rated higier are items connected 
with practical and actual working of tie activities while the items ^ 
of theoretical value are rated low. 


7) There seems to be some significant difference - 
between the group of teachers an.a the group of students regarding the 
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importance of spinning and. weaving. Teachers seem to consider these 
activities as important while the students do not attach much im¬ 
portance to them. Regarding the great importance of gardening and 
agriculture there i s unanimity of opinion. This may give an indication 
to the effect that the group feels that gardening and agriculture 
is a more suitable activity than the other activities. 


8) Among the subsidiary, crafts the following 
order seems to be preferred by the group. 

1. Bee keeping 

2. One of the special courses - carding with 
medium bow ( Hadhyam Dhunki ) or fine 
spinning or spinning on the Dhanush 
charka or Magan charka.

From this point of vie* this investi¬ 
gation may be of much value bringing into spot light those important 
psychological factors as already pointed out in the earlier sections 
of this chanter. 


It has certainly been worthwhile to do this 
preliminary work into the important aspects of evaluation of practi¬ 
cal activities which find such a vital place in the national system 

of Basic education. 


It is the confident hope of the investigator 
that with wiaw ®d more detailed study of this proUa» greater light 
.ill he thrown on the difficult problem of usseeement of practioul 


activi ties.
